WASHINGTON, Feb. 24, 1875. 

I have heard some very funny stories 
about the Macon post office, but they ave 
80 humerous and have got so confused 
one with another that I shall not ven- 
ture totell them. One point, however. 
may be stated, and that is if Belcher was 
a white man he would have had his 
walking papers longago. He is by no 
means regarded fas a first class officer, 
but he is retained as the only colored of- 
ficial in Georgia to prevent the colored 
voters from getting thew backs up. Here 
ig .n instance, you see, where a negro is 
better than a white man, It is Belcher’s 
color which gives him a hold on the of- 
fice. 

I suppose Colonel Freeman could get 
Belcher removed if he set about it, and 
here comes in another story. Belcher 
owes Breeman $800 or $400, 1 do not 
remember whioh. Belcher says if he is 
kept in he ean pay this soon, but if he is 
put eut’ he cannot, as he isn’t worth a 
red. It is said here, however, that Bel- 
cher is building a house, and some one is 
getting up a caricature in which Belcher 
appears before Freeman with a huge 
house in his hand, and says: ‘‘How can 
I pay you with all this on my hands ?” 
This I understand to be onc of a series of 
caricatures in which Geo. gia officials are 
to figure. 

LOUISIANIANS SXUBDED, 


I am surprised that any one from 
Louisiana, much Jess those who are said 
to represent the people of that state, 
should condescend to wait upon Grant 
after what has occurred. Yet Messrs. 
Burke, Zacharie and Leonard did call 
day before yesterday and were intro- 
cuced by Col. Casey, who has bcen the 
main cause’of all the evils entai‘ed upon 
Louisjana. To show how they were 
treated I quote from a report of the in- 
terview, which appeared in the White 
House organ: 

“During some further conversation on 
the Louisiana question, the president re- 
marked that, had he been governor of 
the state, he would, atthe first move- 
ment of the insubordinates, bmve arrest- 
ed the ringleaders and turned them over 
tothe courts; and further, that he would 
have faithfully executed the sentences of 
the courts; that he would never have con- 
sulted his opponents as to what cqurse 
he should pursue, or qa to what appoint. 
ments he should make. To which Maj. 
Burke, the spokesman of the delegation 
replied: 

Mr. President, had you been govern- 
or, the troubles of which we now com- 
plain would newr hive ar’s:n. 

The president acknowledged the com- 
pliment, and the delegation withdrew. 

Could anything be in worse taste than 
the gompliment of Major Burke? To 
imply thal Grant would have made an ac- 
ceptable governor, after his regret that 
he could not carry out the suggestions of 
Sheridan with regard to that state, is a 
bitter invaking to flaunt in the face of a 
dispairing people. It is impossible that 
these men can be representative Louis- 
iqanians. 

THE CLOSE OF THE SESSION. 

The last session of the 43d congress is 
rapidly drawing to a close, and with less 
than the usual excitement and surprise 
of such atime. As was predicted at the 
outset there will be but little legislation 
accomplished outside of the appropria- 
bills, Of some six thousand bills intro- 
duced a very large majority will fail. 
The river and harbor bill as it passed the 
house js more jiveral to the south than 
last year’s bill. The white house organ 
threatens, however, to defeat it in the 
senate unless the southern and western 
members support the new tax bill. 

Now it has been clearly shown that 
there is na necessity for increased taxa- 
tion at this time; without it there will 
be a surplus in the treasury. Yet it is 
purposed to extort from an already over- 
taxed le, one dollar for every wom- 
au and child, or a tolal of $40,000,000. 
This money is intended to be used as an 
electioneering fund for Grant, and that 
is the secret of his organ’s interest in the 
success of the bill.
